Your letter of February 5, 1965 to the President concerning 
the Ku Klux Klan and the John Birch Society has been referred to 
this Department for consideration and reply* 

The only authority under which the Attorney General may 
designate organizations is Executive order No. 10450, relating to 
the Federal employee security program. Membership in or affiliation 
with a designated organization is one factor to be considered by the 
departments and agencies of the Federal Government in connection 
with the employment or retention in employment of individuals in 
Federal service. The Ku Klux Klan has been so designated. Apart 
from this Executive order we have no authority to characterize or 
evaluate organizations. 

The wide public coverage which has been given to the John 
Birch Society during the past several years indicates that while it 
has been highly critical and even slanderous of many government 
officials and in strong disagreement with several governmental 
policies, it does not seek to alter the form of government of the 
United states by unconstitutional means, but rather It favors our 
constitutional form of government. Neither does the organization 
advocate or approve the commission of acts of force or violence to 
deny others their rights under the Constitution of the United States 
There has been no information indicating that it is dominated, 
financed or controlled by a foreign power or foreign political party 
or even subject to any foreign influence.

Regarding the' Blue Book, American Opinion and other publi- 
cations of Mr. welch and the Society, the First Amendment to the 
Constitution guarantees to everyone the right to speak and put in 
print his views on a subject even though critical of our form of 
government or of our public officials. It grants to each person 
the right to associate and meet with persons of his own choosing* 
Despite the reprehensible nature of some publications, unless there 
is evidence of violation of a specific Federal statute, there is no 
action the Federal Government through the Department of Justice 
can, take. . _ . . , 

On the basis of the information which has thus far come to 
the Department's attention, there would appear to be no factual or 
legal grounds upon which the John Birch Society could be designated 
by the Attorney General under Executive Order No. 10450 even though 
we may have strong disagreement with its views. 

In this connection, you may be interested to know that at a 
press conference at his office in Washington on November 18, 1964, 
Mr. j. Edgar Hoover, Director of the Federal Bureau of investigation, 
was reported by the press to have stated, "we have never investigated 
the Society. Our investigations are limited to subversive activities. 
Mr. Hoover was also reported to have commented that he had no respect 
for Mr. Robert Welch, the head of the Society.
